SWEPT BY AN EARTHQUAKE — 
1,500 BODIES HAVE BEEN RECOV- 


ERED TO DATE BUT REPORTS. 


FROM OUTLYING DISTRICTS 
HAVE NOT BEEN RECEIVED 


New York, June 9.—A special 
despatch this morning from the 
city of Mexico says:—Partial 
restoration of telegraphic com- 
munication throughout the re- 
public reveals today for the first 
time the extent of the devastation 
by Wednesday’s earthquake and 
despatches received in the last 
twenty-four hours has added to 
the horror. 

The most conservative estimate 
prepared by the government 
shows that fully 1,500 have been 
killed and when the present in- 
accessible sections are heard from 
it is feared the death list will go 
above 5,000, the ruin started in 
many cities by the earthquake of 
Wednesday was completed by a 
second earthquake which occurr- 
ed Thursday = afternoon. This 
was most severe in the southern 
and western sections of the coun- 
try.

Athabasca Landing mil have eet communication by Octo- 
ber rst of this year, according to a statement made this morning by 
John McIntyre, one of the engineers of the Northern Construction 
company, who returned to the city last night after a trip of inspection 
of the construction work now being carried on along the line, 

“The grade is now completed to Se Creek, at mile 59 from 
the south end of the line,” said Mr. McInty “Construction of the 
grade between Stoney Creek and the Candie: a distance of 35 miles, 
is being rushed. Between 250 and 300 teams are at work on this 
section of the line. There is some heavy grading to do, running in 
some places at 75,000 yards per mile. 

“Laying of steel on the line will commence about July rst, and 
by the time it reaches Stoney Creek, the remainder of the grade will 
be completed, so that there will be no delay in the progress of the 
steel-laying gangs. Unless something unexpected occurrs, steel will 
reach Athabasca Landing by August rst.”
